Far-reaching powers for the re- 
funding of their bonded indebted- 
| ness are given Alberta cities in 
the Cities’ Refunding Act, intro- 
duced into the legislature by Hon.

urer. The cities would refund 
under provincial guarantees. 

As is the case with the act pro- 
viding for refunding of the pro- 
vincial public debt, a compulsory 
feature is provided for refunding 
the cities’ indebtedness.

OTTAWA, April 6—Two Cana- 
dian Legion officials—Alex Walker, 
president of the Calgary branch, 
and T. A. Barnard of Nanaimo, 
B.C., provincial representative—tes- 
tified before the House of Com- 

mons committee on pensions here 
today. Unemployment among ex- 
service men and the War Veterans 
Allowance Act formed the subjects 
under examination 

Mr. Walker urged strongly the 
reduction of the age limit under the 
War Vetearns Allowance Act to 50. 
This would remove from the labor 
market many veterans whose places 
could be filled from the present 
ranks of the workless. Even if the 
allowance was smaller than relief 
grants, the veterans preferred it, 
because it gave them security. 

The Legion witness believed the 
allowance recipient should be per- 
mitted to re-establish himself on a 
small holding and be allowed to 
earn up to a total of $1,000 a year. 

Mr, Barnard characterized it as 
disgraceful that men who had 
“helped to make Canada a treaty- 
signing nation” should be so under- 
nourished they were unable to 
work. He was on the stand when 
the committee adjourned until 11 
a.m. tomorrow.

Of $50,000,000 


OTTAWA, April 6—While do- 
ing away with the so-called 
“blank cheque” system of author- 
ising payment of public monies 
for relief purposes, the govern- 
ment will, in a few days, ask 
parliament to vote sufficient 
money to cover all normal relief 
needs for the current fiscal year. 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 

has announced his intention of put- 
ting through be- 
fore the Easter 
recess, a supply 
bill of $50,000, 500 b00 
or more to be 
spent on relief 
and re-employ- 
ment. This is on 
the assumption 
the provinces 
and municipali- 
ties will also put 
up an amount 
equalling or ex- 
ceeding that 
from the federal 
treasury, mak-

ing an aggregate of more than 
$100,000,000 available for unemploy- 
ment relief and kindred problems. 


UNEMPLOYMENT TOPIC 

Unemployment was the topic of 
debate most of the past week and 
the bill to create a national com- 
mission on employment and relief 
reached the committee stage.

“The moment you step across a 
gangplank in Japan or China you 
become conscious of this, and in- 
stead of finding the sensational and 


dramatic world that you and I read 
about in the newspapers, we find 
people who are rapidly industrializ- 
ing and socializing like you and me, 
only, of course, on a much lower | 
scale, That’s why these trends are 
so important to our continent and 
particularly to Pacific ports. 

“The swarming population of 

Asia is a thing that you and I 
have to see to really comprehend. 

“Every day in China 50,000 new 
babies are born, If there was food 
enough to feed them they would 
probably make it 100,000 because 
China's history shows that pro- 
duction of people has always 
been a little ahead of production 
of food. For 15 years Japan has 
had a net annual increase of over 
one million population. 

“But the famine and war and 
population problems of Asia are in- 
cidental to United States and Can- 
ada compared to the fact that Asia 
is modernifing, and the trade of 
Asia has only begun 

“When United States broke away 
from England, British traders 
thought they had lost all their 
American business. They Overlook- 
ed what the growth and moderin- 
ization of America would do for} 
world trade in general, and British | 
trade in particular 

“Well, it is now the same with | 
Asia. And consciousness of Asia's 
modernization the job of the! 
Pacific Coast. Europe is the only 
world that Atlantic people know, | 
but Europe's day is dimming. Asia’s | 
big day is just beginning 

“Asia is our world.” | 

Here is the text of Mr. Cromie’s | 
address: 

On a swing around the Pacific | 
what impresses one most is THE 
MODERNIZATION OF ASIA | 

When you pull into Yokohama or | 
Hong Kong, the gateways of Asia, | 
and see numberless ships from all | 
parts of the world, when you run | 
over Japan's industrial figures and | 
see where from 1908 to 1918 her in- | 
dustries jumped from 11,000 to 22,-| 
000, and from 1918 to 1924 they | 
doubled again to 48,000, and then 
by 1932 had jumped to 67,000 indus- 
tries; when you see the soil vitality 
and productivity of New Zealand 
and Australia, then when you see 
the Great Powers grabbing for 
every Pacafic island they can get) 
their hands on—you |

realize that} 
things are moving around the Pa-| 
cific. You wake up to the fact that | 
Asia and India with one billion, or | 
one-half of the earth's people, are 
rapidly modernizing 

The historic event of our time will | 
not be the Great War or the Great 
Depression; it will be the Moderniz- | 


ing of Asia 
What does that mean to you and| 
to me? 


The industrialization of Europe 
about a century ago, and the same 
thing in United States and Canada 
about fifty years ago is now in a 
rapid way happening in Asia. That's 
why these Pacific trends are so im- 
portant to Canada and the Cana- 
da’s Pacific port—Vancouver. 

What about China’s famines and 
low standard of living, you ask? 
What about a war in Japan? Well, 
what about it? 

Japan has about 70 million peo- 
ple, and for years has had a net 
increzse of one million people per 
year. 

China has suffered perpetual 
famine for several thousand years, 
That's why they are so frugal and 
tough and disease resisting. 

Where food fs scarce, human life 
is cheap; it’s that way in the Orient. 

Through moving picture and radio 
and press, Asia is growing wise as 
to how backward they were, and is 
getting a sight and taste of the 
things we modern nations have been 
enjoying. 

Is it conceivable, then, that any 
transient condition like famine .or 
war or measles can prevent Asia 
from shortly doubling and trebling 
her present living standards? They 
are now doing it under our very 
noses, 

Sobriety and industry and how 
98 per cent of the people eat, 
work and sleep is not news; it 
never has been; it never will be. 

You and I over here in Canada 
only get the 1 per cent or 2 per 
cent of unusual and dramatic 
happenings of China and Asia, 
the underlying movements, the 

' modernizing and the social trends 
and the economic activity of Asia. 

That's what I shall try and give 

to you. 

Let's visit these Pacific countries 
and see what's going on. Then we 
Vancouver people will have less 
difficulty in visualizing the great 
destiny of Pacific Coast ports, espe- 
cially of Vancouver, 


HAWAILL 

We won't stop long in Hawaii be- 
cause coast people are going back- 
ward and forward to Honoluju so 
much that we have begun to look 
upon the Hawaiian Islands as our 
front yard on the Pacific. 

They have about 6000 
miles and 370,000 population. Ha- 
waii, Only 22 degrees north of the 
equator and fanned by westerly

FIJI 

Next, you come to the Fijis, most- 
ly owned by the British with about 
7000 squere miles and 190,000 native | 
and Indian population. Tropical | 
fruits, sugar, rice and cocoanut 
plantations are what they have to! 
live on. 

Both Fiji and Samoa are too hot 
for you and I to live and work. We 
go there full of pep but soon slow 
down to the tropical rhythm of eat 
and dose and sleep. 


NEW ZEALAND 

Getting down into cooler parts 
now, around 40 degrees south of the 
equator, you come to New Zealand | 
with about 100,000 square miles, or 
about the size of England, but with 
only 1% million people. 

Most people who have seen New 
Zealand, speak of it as a tidy, per- 
petually clean, well ordered coun- 
try. From what I saw of Auck- 
land and its surroundings, I cer- 
tainly agree with them. They now 
have a Labor government, but the 
Labor members I talked to would 
be classed in Canada as Conserva- 
tives. 

New Zealand is two islands about 
the same size, the north and the 
south. Auckland, on the top of the 
north island, is the main port of 
call; but the capital, Wellington, is 
on the south island. 

Put your teeth into a piece of 
New Zealand lamb and, as you do, 
with Swiss cheese produced from 
sweet mountain grasses, you know 
at once that that New Zealand lamb 
is the product of a rich soil. 

New Zealand with its clean cities, 
its great stands of hardwood timber, | 
its pretty countryside, is a lovely 
place to live. 


AUSTRALIA 
Forty hours steaming from Auck- 


Australia. This big vital newly- 
opened-up continent, Australasia, is 
about the size of Canada, three mil- 
lion square miles, but has only 64 
million people against Canada’s 10.8 


Australia has only been settled 
150 years. The Commonwealth was | 
only founded in 1901. But what a 
country! 

Australia has every variety of 
climate from tropics, or 15 degrees 
from the Equator at Northern 
Australia, to about 40 degrees 
from the Equator at Southern 
Australia. This means every 
variety of fruit and cereal and 
animal, 


Four days motoring about the 
country and mixing with the people 
of Sydney doesn't give one much 
of a chance to study a continent. 


ASIA CLOSE BY 


But the thing that impressed me 
most was the independent tone of 
people, the vitality of the soil, and 
the proximity of Australia to Asia. 

It doesn't seem possible to me 
that the 500 niillion people who 
live two days away in Java, Ja- 
pan and China will be very long 
content to allow six million Aus- 
tralians to exclusively occupy that 
big rich undeveloped continent. 

We on the Pacific Coast think of 
Australians as being 15 to 18 days 
from our shores; we think of her as 
being away off by herself down on 
the other side of the Pacific. We 
forget that the north top of Aus- 
tralia is about the same distance 
from Java and China that San Fran. 
cisco is from Vancouver. 

The thing that keeps Asia out of 
Australia is the prestige of Bri- 
tain. It seems to me that Aus- 
tralia forgets that when she talks 
trade and tariffs with England, 
Australia is relying too much on 
the British Navy, considering the 
distance that navy is from Aus- 
tralia. 

Canada’s proximity to United 
States, in a measure, insures Canada 
against invasion from another con- 
tinent. 

It seems to me that Australians 
talk and act pretty cocksure for a 
people who are so vulnerable, and 
before Canada, as a sister Dominion, 
is drawn by Australia into trouble 
in Asia or elsewhere, Canadians 
should make sure their case or 
cause is justified. 


ONE CABLE SYSTEM 


Australia has one national tele- 
graph system and you can send a 
telegram anywhere within their 
continent for 30¢ as against §1 for 
the same message to be sent from 
Vancouver to Montreal. 

The unifying effect upon Can- 
ada of low telegraph rates is lost 
sight of by businessmen in Mont- 
real, Toronto, Winnipeg and Van- 
couver, 

In England you can talk for a 
penny a word, 
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Canadians should have only one 
telegraph system. We should put 
that to work and make it na- 
tional policy to handle telegrams 
for a penny a word. 

Australia is backward in fly- 
ing. But so is Canada. 

Don't worry about the economic 
future and growth of Australia. Her 
size, her productive vitality and 
her proximity to Asia's millions as- 
sure her economic position in Pa- 
cific expansion, 


NEW GUINEA 

Let's go north now to Asia, and 
passing through the Coral Sea stop 
at New Guinea adjoining the equa- 
tor. 

The New Guinea native is a little 
brown pigmy about 4 ft. high with 
red hair, and of a very low evolu- 
tion. They live in huts covered with 
banana palms and grasses. 

Here is a story that will probably 
help you to understand the low evo- 
lution of these natives in the South 
Sea Islands. 

We came into a village where 
three days before they had shot a 
wild pig with arrows. 

The pig was not killed; he was 
only wounded in the hip. They 
caught him, tied his legs together, 
and putting a long pole through 
the tied legs, brought him into 
camp. 

When we saw the pig he had 
been hanging on that pole three 
days and was still half alive, but 
they were keeping him alive for 
another three days as the piece 
de resistance for a big potlatch. 

It never occurred to them to kill 
the pig and put him out of his suf- 
fering. Neither do the South Sea 
natives, nor Asiatics, seem conscious 
like we do of human suffering. 
CANADIAN ACUMEN 

The interesting thing here is the 
Bulolo Gold Mines 5000 and 6000 ft. 
up in the heart of New Guinea's 
mountains. It makes you feel proud 
to think that Charles Banks of Van- 
couver brought together the group 
of capital and brains that carried 
out this EPIC IN WORLD MIN- 
ING. 

Gold was located, but it took 
from 10 to 15 days over mountain 
trails and through tropical jungle 
and cannibal villages to reach the 
gold fields,

air sounded ridiculous. Mr. Banks 

and his colleagues figured out 

especially designed freight air- 

Planes and persuaded his associ-

been a world renowned success. 

A landing field was cleared in one 
of the valleys, and the four huge 
dredges were carried in by air- 
planes. That was six years ago.

1-40th its present price. I thought 
the undertaking was crazy.

“STONE AXE” PEOPLE 


Here is a stone axe that had been 
used at one of the New Guinea vil- 
lages we visited. Imagine the work 
it took to sharpen this stone 4 
inches wide, half an inch thick and 
8 inches long; and then imagine the 
jump from this stone axe—not of 
an axe of antiquity but in use today 
~—to the airplane and gold dredging 
operations now going on in New 
Guinea, 

What must the natives think as 
they listen to the radio and look at 
the moving pictures now in there 
and see these airplanes flying 
and out every hour 


If our big boat flew up out of} 


the harbor ond over the mountains 
those New Guinea natives would be 
no more surprised than at what is 
now going on; they would simply 
say about the ship as they say about 
all these new things, “He belong 
master.” 


This New Guinea operation is 


in| 


, the most romantic mining opera- 
| tion in the world, and it was ini- 
| tiated and is being guided by a 
Vancouver man, Charlie Banks. 
Moving further north, we are now 
approaching Asia, but first stop at 
| the Philippines with their 10,000

million population, 
PHILIPPINE FERTILITY 

It is a grand sight sailing up 
through these Philippine Islands, all 
day passing groves of coconut palm. 
Philippine products are ‘sugar, co- 
coatiut oil, hemp and tobacco. Co- 
coanut plantations and the copra 
factories employ about four million 
of the people. 

United States has just given the 
Philippines a 10-year option on 
independence. I doubt if they will 
take it. 

Although the inauguration of a 
president and his cabinet is but 
five months old, I think their poli- 

tical honeymoon is over and the 
Filipinos are realizing what it 
means to be alone in this hard, 
cold world. 

| United States was buying practic- 
|} ally all of the Philippine products. 
Under independence those treaties 
are being abrogated and the Philip- 
pines put on reduced quotas of their 
products to the States, which will 
be entirely cut off in 10 years. 

I had an interview with President 
Quezon. He was more enthusiastic 
than I could be about the ability of 
his people to so quickly take on 
self-government. 

Think of the big markets the 
Philippines had for all their prod- 
ucts in United States. Now they will 
have to compete with Cuba and 
Java and other tropical countries. 


| SURPRISED FILIPINO 

When you go up to the palace to 
see President Quezon it is just like 
going to the White House at Wash- 
ington or the Vatican at Rome to 
see His Holiness. 

Although only five months in of- 
fice, the palace is surrounded with 
soldiers on guard, lobbyists seeking 
favors and members looking for 
jobs for friends. 

To show you which way the 
| wind is now blowing, I was talk- 
ing about self-government with a 
Filipino who led in the agitation 
for independence.

CHINA THREE UNITS 

The Lest way to get your mind 
around China is to think of her as 
being in three sections, South, Cen- 
tral and North China, each section 
living along large rivers. 

Hong Kong is at the outlet of 
the southern river; 100 miles up 
you get Canton and then away 
west to Indo-China. Along the 
| river in Scuthern China lives 
about 100 million people; they are 
small and agile. 

Six hundred miles north from 
Hong Kong you come to Shanghai 
at the mouth of the Yangtze; 200 
miles inland is Nanking, and 600 
| miles inland, Hankow. 
| Along that river which runs 
through Central China lives about 
225 million people. 
| There are pockets of fifty mil- 
lion people in here without one 
mile of railway. But the Yangze 
and its ipdustrious millions of far- 


mers are the heart, soul, and 
| backbone of China.

And so it is today with Chinese

Notwithstanding international in- 
terference, plus the belligerency of 
Japan, China is unifying politically, 
is edging us foreigners out of our 
preferred positions, and now in the

There the man 
with his family works and lives and 
dies. | 

Some boats haul. vegetables, and 
other farm products, lumber, tea, | 
bamboo shoots, dirt. They have 
their little charcoal burner; they | 
cook potatoes, rice or big white car- | 
rots. A big solid head of cabbage | 
they buy for one cent. 

You should see Nanking today, | 
and then compare it with the Nan- | 
king of seven years ago when I was | 
last in China. 

See the wide avenues, boulevard- 
ed, see the pretentious public 
buildings already erected and other 
blocks under construction. See the 
three million dollar tomb of Sun| 
Yat-Sen on a hillside some six miles | 
out of the city. 

When you see this town planning 
and the buildings, you see the| 
broad conceptions the Chinese have 
of the future, and to prove that it 
is not mere dreams you see in those 
finished buildings what has already 
been done to give China a lead. 

It is true that the Chinese are 
afraid of Japan. That is, they don't 
like to fight. The Chinese is a | 
philosopher. The Japanese is a | 
warrior. The approach of each to 
any problem is entirely different. 
But no set of warriors ever has, 
or, to my mind, ever will beat 
wily, industrious John Chinaman 
and his 450 million colleagues, 


Marshal Chiang Kai-shek and his} 
advisers are running China. Their 
objective seems to be to, first, unify | 
“China for Chinese” is the thought 
that is doing that. 


CHINESE SINCERITY 

I had lunch with Madame Kung 
and her husband, Minister of Fin- 
ance Kung, also Madame Chiang} 
Kai-shek, the marshal’s wife; and 
when you talk with Chinese public 
men and sense their aspirations for 
their country and countrymen, I 
must say that their ideals and sin- 
cerity seem to ring a lot truer and} 
with deeper intense feeling than| 
one gets in Ottawa or Washington | 
or Moscow or London 

Let's leave China to unite and} 
evolve and you can figure that no| 
nation can assimilate or stop those 
450 million Chinese and their great 
cities to continue growing and 


We come now to Japan | 

We were in Nanking the day of | 
the Tokyo assassinations. The first 
Chinese reaction was one of intense 
excitement and fear. The second re- 
action was one of relief. 


JAPAN'S BREAK INEVITABLE 


My feeling was that the accumu- | 
lating tension in Japan had to break 
out somewhere, and had finally bro- 
ken out in the most logical place to 
spend itself—in Japan. 

The assassination incident of 
Sapan was not a case of the | 
ARMY vs. GOVERNMENT; it was | 
a case of the MASSES vs. the | 
small FINANCIAL CLIQUE who | 
have been exploiting Japan. It is | 
a SOCIAL WAR; it is 99 per cent. 
of the farmers and workers, who 
have little and are being worked 
and sweated to death, against a 
small clique of reigning families. | 

The Japanese Diet or “govern-| 
ment,” elected by the people, have | 
not the authority or power of our 

Ottawa government; Japan's is a 
sort of debating society. 

The real rulers of Japan are the 
ministers of the crown appointed 
by the Emperor (Son of Heaven) 
to administer the affairs of Japan; 
they initiate policy, spend money, 
do what has to be done—the Diet 
debates about it afterwards. 

What is difficult for you and me 
to understand is why the army is} 
trying to assassinate their so-called 

governments. We confuse Japan's 
government with the small clique 
appointed by the emperor. | 

The army are the masses. Japan 
has conscription so that the rank 
and file of men and officers come 
from the little farms and factories, | 
There is no “officer” class in Japan 
as we know it in England. 

The poor worker, coming from 
factory or farm as a soldier, is well 
fed for a few years, sees the im- 
mense buildings and places up at! 
Tokyo, and then has to go back to 
the farm and, with his family, live 
on a bare subsistence. 

Is it any wonder that the masses 
of Japan were rebelling against the 
clique of men who for years, re-| 
gardless of the complexion of the} 
“government,” have been called on 
by the emperor to become his ad- 
visore and run the country. 


FINANCIERS MARKED 

In addition to those killed there 
were six big financial names on the 
assassination list 

They would be names like our 
Insulls, Barbara Huttons, Holts 
and Hearsts. There was an exodus 
of millionaires from Tokyo.

You should see the waterfront 
of Dairen, the miles‘ of concrete 
piers, the granite buildings. About 
thirty lines of track with huge 
granite causeways over them lead- 
ing down to the piers. You should 
sec the gigantic bank buildings, 
the factories and huge warehouses 
handling soya bean and wheat and 
corn, 


The growth of trade and traffic in 
the north part of Asia is stupend- 
ous 

Some of the Americans and Brit- 
ish I talked to in Dairen seemed 
depressed because they were not 
doing the business and making pre- 
vious profits. 

But to me, and to you, too, if 
you went there and saw the con- 
struction of miles of waterfront 
and wharves and trains and build- 
ings, it would certainly be an eyc- 
opener, We wouldn't think in in- 
dividual terms, we would only 
view the progress as a whole. 

All this activity is just another 
evidence of the awakening trade 
of the Pacific.

Japan has been flooding the world 
with low-priced goods. She has done 
this with modern machinery and 
by sweating her labor 

Here is an incident 
trates the point: 

A big buyer arrived in Japan 
the other day. He wanted a thou- 
sand gross of an article for which 

he would pay 1 yen, or 30 cents 
of our money, per dozen. The 
manufacturer could not meet that 
price. The buyer refused to pay 
more, although the article sells in 
New York or Toronto or Sydney 
for about five times a yen, or 
$1.50. (Why could the buyer not 
have paid, say, 40c instead of one 
yen)?

THE SAME TERMS FOR ALL 

Premier Pattullo of British Columbia has 
been told he can get a Dominion loan to meet 
a maturing bond issue on exactly the same terms 
as are required of the Government of Alberta 
and no other, and that the same terms hold for 
all the provinces. 

That should dispel Premier Aberhart’'s feel- 
ing that Ottawa tried to “Put him on the spot.” 
He could have got the money he needed, and 
can still get it, on the same terms as any other 
provincial Premier. He does not expect pre- 
ferred treatment, surely.

THE EXEMPTIONS 


If the new 2 per cent sales tax should fail 
to collect from the consuming public the whole 
$2,000,000 per year aimed at, that will not be 
because of a too lengthy list of commodities 
exempted by the bill. The list is far from 
lengthy, and it appears to have been made up 
by jotting down items at random rather than 
by any discoverable rule of selection. 

As a catalogue of family necessities, as dis- 
tinguished from luxuries, the list is a joke. Thus 
while money documents are immune, a child 
must pay the tax on a stick of candy or an 
ice cream cone. Meat is taxed, while whisky 
is not. Eggs and butter are taxable, though 
bread and milk are exempt, and vegetables of 
all kinds bought at stores come in for the im- 
post. 

Fortunately a saving clause is attached, 
which empowers the Ministers to add other 
articles to the free list. It is to be hoped they 
will exercise the power with both freedom and 
direction, for both are needed if there is to be / 
any consistent attempt to exempt necessaries. | 


THE BILL OF LOSSES \ 

The House of Commons got some boiled- 
down information on the depression on Thurs- 
day, and some expressions of opinion relating 
thereto, from Mr. G. G. McGeer. And apparent- 
ly the members sat up and took notice that they 
were hearing something worth while. 

Canadians, he told them, have lost $2,000,- 
000,000 worth of time during the last five years 
through unemployment. If wage-money circu- 
lates ten times in a year, this represents a total 
loss of $10,000,000,000 in trade over the five- 
year period.

It originated in the old days 
of wooden frigates and ships 
of the line, where frequently 
there was no room below 
decks for a tall man to stand 
upright.

brought back to life and allowed an eyeful of 
the majestic Queen Mary, as she hurls her great 
bulk at the speed of an express train through 
the sea, 


A novel trip for sea-lovers with money to 
spare, has been planned by an adventure-loving 
young Irish-American ex-naval lieutenant, Capt. 
Thomas Francis Kilkenny, who is offering a 
cruise from Hong Kong to Paris aboard an ocean 
going Chinese junk, to a limited number of 
sportsmen, 

The trip will take six months. In addition to 
your fare to Hong Kong, it calls for a $3000 
cheque in advance. However, if you have imag- 
ination you don’t need the $3000 in order to ene 
ter into the trip. The following facts will help 
you: 

* Our word “junk” is ill-applied to these cliff- 
sided, lattice-sailed craft of China, some of 
which are of huge size, and all of which are 
good sailers in most winds. They can out-ride 
a typhoon that would dismast a modern clipper 
ship. 

The sea qualities of a ship are in her under- 
water lines. Our ships follow the general lines 
of a fish; the Chinese junks have underwater 
lines like a duck. In a typhoon they lower their 
great mat-like lateen sails, stow them on deck 
and ride out the storm like a buoyant duck. 

Outwardly the junk that these de luxe voy- 
agers will travel in, will be like any other 
ocean-going junk. She is being built at Shang- 
hai, of teak, and will have the customary star- 
ing eyes near the squat bow to enable it to find 
its way over the waters, and will have curling 
dragons on its 30 foot high poop. It will have a 
typical huge rudder and lacquered weather- 
vanes on its raked masts. 

Though to outward appearance, it will not be 
distinguishable afloat from most cther junks, 
its interior arrangements will bear no likeness 
to them. There will be a total absence of the 
customary dirt. Its entire cargo space will be 
subdivided into ten double staterooms with 
connecting baths, a main saloon, a dining sa- 
loon and galley fitted with electric refrigera- 
tor. Any subscribing shipmate who fears the 
motion, can at extra expense have his bunk 
hung on gimbals, like a compass, to maintain 
steadiness. 

Twenty Chinese sailors will be berthed in a 
forecastle. An engineer will look after the elec- 
tric plant and twin Diesel engines to propel the 
craft through the wind-less Red Sea. A short- 
wave radio sending set will broadcast to the 
world—and to fearful friends—the progress of 
the party. 

The 10,000-mile route selected with due re- 
gard for winds and seasons, passes round the 
Dutch East Indies and Cape Cormorin, through 
the Red Sea and Suez Canal, through the Medi- 
terranean, the Bay of Biscay and up the River 
Seine to Paris for the Paris Fair of 1937. After 
the Paris Fair, the vessel may be sailed across 
the Atlantic for the New York World's Fair, 
of 1939. 

I was once aboard a Chinese junk that a 
Dutch captain with his Chinese wife as mate, 
Sailed across the Pacific to Victoria. Last fall 
I was aboard Captain E. P. Green’s “Romance” 
on its arrival at Vancouver from Hong Kong. 
Despite the beauty and comfort of the staunch 
45-foot teak topsail schooner that Captain Green 
had built for his days of retirement, I think 
there'd be more fun on a Chinese junk, if you 
had fellows with you experienced in handling 
the tricky craft. 


Bluenose, famous Canadian schooner and 
pride of the Lunenberg fishing fleet, is leaving 
her home port in Nova Scotia to sail to Van- 
couver in time for Vancouver's Golden Jubilee 
celebration. , 

While showing her paces to visitors at King 
George's Jubilee celebration in England last 
summer, Bluenose carried many complements 
of passengers. Presumably she will do the same 
while out at Vancouver. 

Windy days are none too plentiful for sail- 
ing craft in the Gulf of Georgia, in summer- 
time. If you can book a passage on Bluenose 
on a day when half a gale is blowing on the Gulf, 
that will put her lee rail under, you'll have 
something to remember the occasion by—~ 
whether you are a good sailor or not. 

Yachting is to be in the headlines for the next 
twelve months or more, Tom Sopwith is build- 
ing another Endeavour, to be known an En- 
deavour II, with which to challenge again for 
the America Cup. It is to be a bigger boat than 
Endeavour, Addressing a meeting of yachtsmen 
in London a few days ago, Sopwith said that the 
heavy sea-swells off Sandy Hook favor a big 
boat. Hence he is building to the extreme limit 
of bigness under the Cup rules. Endeavour I 
will be 87 feet on the waterline, which will 
make her 100 feet or more over all. 

Expert opinion in the last race was that 
Sopwith didn’t need a new boat, but a new 
crew, to win the Cup series,

For some unexplained reason, ulcers of the 
stomach and duodenum are much more com- 
mon among men than among women and the 
ratio is probably as high as 3 to 1. 

One of the unusual features of the disease 
is the length of time the patient delays before 
seeking help. The average pa- 
tient will have been troubled 
by the symptoms of ulcer for- 
mation for at least a year or 
two before he takes a decisive 
step to find out what is wrong. 
It is very common to find pa- 
tients who have worried along 
with their symptoms over a 
period of 10 years before they 
go to a physician for advice. 

There are several reasons 
which explain why this delay 
occurs. In the first place, it seems that the pa- 
tient becomes so familiar with his symptoms 
that he takes them for granted and is not alarm- 
ed by them. This is one case where “familiar- 
ity breeds contempt,” and simply because the 
patient is so accustomed to digestive distress, 
he does not take his symptoms seriously. In the 
second place, the average patient does not sus- 
pect that he may have stomach or duodenal 
ulcer and thinks that he has indigestion. ; 

In the third place, as a general rule no X-ray 
pictures are made, at least in the early stages, 
and the patient therefore has no conclusive evi- 
dence of the rea] nature of his trouble. In the 
fourth place, the patient is able to go on work- 
ing. Because he is up and around, he does not 
give his discomfort the same respect he would 
if he were flat on his back. The patient is usu- 
ally of the energetic, anxious type, and refuses 
to give in and keeps on going, regardless of the 
annoyance caused by his symptoms. 

Ordinarily, the patient has periods when he 
has little trouble, followed by periods when his 
symptoms grow worse. Because the periods al- 
ternate in this way, it is easy for him to believe 
part of the time that he is growing better, when 
as a matter of fact, his condition may be beccm- 
ing more serious. 

The outstanding symptom of an ulcer of the 
stomach is pain. The pain comes on several hours 
after eating and is described as boring, cutting, 
cramping, etc. Usually the patient finds out by 
the trial and error method that he can relieve 
the pain immediately by taking food, or by 
drinking water or milk. He may have learned 
to rely upon a glass of warm water to which 
baking soda has been added, as a means of alle- 
viating the painful sensation. This sequence of 
pain, food, and relief is characteristic of ulcer 
of the stomach. In addition to the pain, the 
patient may be bothered by nausea and by a 
gnawing feeling. Eventually, he may be troubied 
by vomiting. 

The type of patient most likely to develop 
ulcers is of the nervous, “high-strung” type, 
who has been under a prolonged strain of some 
kind. The tension induced by brain work of an 
exacting nature, by financial worry, or by a ro- 
mantic disaster, may serve as an important pre- 
disposing cause of ulcer formation. When there 
is already present the underlying nervous ten- 
dency and to this is added tension and unwise 
habit of eating, the symptoms which give warn- 
ing of the possible appearance of an ulcer, are 
very likely to develop.

On this date in 1886 the town of 
Granville on Burrard Inlet was 
incorporated as the City of Van- 
couver,.

uniform series of decisions of the 
Privy Council has established the 
doctrine that the Dominion and 
the provinces enjoy complete 
sovereignty within the spheres 
allotted to them respectively by 
sections 91 and 92 of the B.N.A,

There were bound to be certain 
subjects not expressely mentioned 
in either of these two sections, 
subjects arising out of the pro- 
gress of civilization and changes 
in the relations of society. It was 
undoubtedly the intention of the 
Fathers of Confederation that, 
contrary to the American ex- 
ample, certain specific rights, 
local in character, were to be 
conferred on the provinces, and 
that the Dominion should possess 
all the rest, the residue.

Belief that the taxpayer can be made to pay is the reason for 
non-constructive government. It is also the reason for unemploy- 
ment and destitution. 


The politician has come to believe that as any one method of 
getting money from the public wears out, another one can be in- 
vented; but that the public can be made to pay. 


It is true that under Provincia) jurisdiction there are various 
services, such as education and hospital care and workmen's com- 
pensation, for which the taxpayer should pay directly out of his 
earnings; but in all Federal matters and in most of Provincial 
matters each government should be placed under direct obligation 
to pay its own way. That is the only way to change government 
from demagogery to democracy. 


The Minister of Railways in the last Conservative adminis- 
tration stated solemnly and warningly that it would take fifty 
million dollars to open up the Peace River country. Nothing 
constructive was done; but in the meantime something over two 
hundred million dollars has been spent on relief—an absolute 
national loss—and the need for relief is just as great as ever. 


Had even ten million dollars been spent in extending rail con- 
nection to the junction point of the great rivers at Finlay Forks, 
the nation would have had the railway as a fixed asset gained 
by the expenditure, also national assets having a greater dollar 
value than the entire public debt of Canada would have been 
brought into active useful account, and the buying power of a 
major movement of population would have started additional 
commerce in every community of Canada. 


Our governments are all lopsided financially; the political 
thought is that methods of getting money from the taxpayer must 
be continually extended and strengthened, but, once the money is 
obtained, the politician recognizes no duty to choose between 
constructive and non-constructive expenditures; the biggest noise 
gets the most money. 


You have read in the newspapers about the conferences and 
wise consideration given to amending the B.N.A. Act, .but when 
the proposed amendments are analyzed there is no constructive 
thought; nothing but more ways to get money from taxpayers. 


This is why our governments fall into unpopularity so quickly. 
It only takes a few months to pass from the height of election 
triumph to the depth of public execration. No government can 
survive a non-constructive term of office; yet they keep on trying 
and getting turned out 


One basic principle to which no politician will pay any atten- 
tion has again been explained by Sir R. McKenna, chairman of 
one of the Big Five English Banks, when he said that no system 
of currency is sound which does not afford a sufficient and con- 
tinuous supply of money for construction, production and com- 
merce. Tried by this standard cur Canadian system compares 
favorably With Ethiopia, Patagonia and Thibet.

And Professor Car] Goldenberg, 
of McGill university, explained 
the reason for the change in an 
article in the Canadian Bar Re- 
view, September, 1934. “This 
change has been effected in Can- 
ada by the interpretations of the 
judicial committee of the Privy 
Council, which have relegated the 
residuary powers of the Domin- 
ion parliament to the position of a 
reserve power for use only in na- 
tional emergencies. One of the 
specified provincial powers -— 
‘property and civil rights in the 
province’'—has become the effec- 
tive residuary clause of the Brit- 
ish North America Act. New sub- 
jects as they arose were ‘put 
under property and civil rights 
rather than under the Dominion 
residuary clause.” 

It is time that the New States- 
man and Nation revised its ideas 
on the constitution of Canada, 
and read up some of the court de- 
cisions, before presuming to teach 
the people of Alberta the limita- 
tions of our constitutional status.

Editor Bulletin: Beneath the

Highways Work To Be 
Pushed With Domin- 
ion Aid 
Alberta is to receive a pro rata 
share of the $50,000,000 relief ap- 
propriation arranged for by the 


House of Commons, according to 
a telegram received by Hon. W. 
A. Fallow, mimister of public 
works. 

Tentative arrangements call for 


|the distribution of $9,000,000 of the 
$50,000,000 among the provinces, on 
a pro rata basis according to the 


number of persons on relief. 

From this it is expected that Al- 
berta’s .share will be anywhere 
from ,000 to $1,000,000. This ap- 
propriation will be for road work— 


district, secondary and other roads. 


Over and above this there will. be 
an appropriation for main~ high- 
ways work, in which the Dominion 
will give dollar for dollar with the 
provincial government. 

Definite plans have not been re- 


derstood the tentative proposal will 
be carried through and that the 
province will accept the terms. 

The provincial appropriation, 
passed in this year's estimates for 
main highways work was $522,000,

Gunmen Rob Manitoba 
Lunch of $49.65 and Es- 


cape Into Alley 
A pair of masked stick-up men 
raided the Manitoba Lunch Cafe 
on 96 street, herded the pro- 
prietor and three customers into 


the kitchen and escaped through 
the backdoor with $49.65 shortly 


before 6 am. Sunday. Police, on 
the scene.a few minutes later, 
combed the unding district, 


clfecked the rodming houses and 
all-night cafes in the east end but 
returned to headquarters empty- 
handed. Detective Chief Bob 
Sutherland's plain clothes men 
are continuing the investigation. 

The setting for the stick-up 
found proprietor Jim Chitses in the 
kitchen preparing a sandwich for a 
counter order. With him was H. 
McKenzie of 10437 81 avenue. Sit- 
ting at the counter were A. Patter- 
son and C. Allison, both of the 
Stanley block. 


FACES COVERED 

Handkerchiefs, one a_ blazing 
bright yellow, covered the faces of 
the two sti¢k-ups when they enter- 
ed. Poking a gun into the ribs of 
Patterson, they ordered the custom- 
ers into the kitchen. 

Chitses, McKenzie, Patterson and 
Allison were lined up against the 
rear wall, their hands in the air 
at the order of the bandit who 
wielded the gun, while the second 
robber went through Chitses’ poc- 
kets, taking $49.65. 


SLIPPED OUT BACK DOOR 


The bandits made no effort to 
search McKenzie and the other two 
customers, and with a final word to 
“keep ‘em up” slipped out of the 
rear door and down the 96: street 
alley, ‘ 

In a statement to police, the 
Manitoba Lunch boss explained 
that usually, he hid the day's 
proceeds about the cafe, but on 
Saturday night and Sunday morn- 
ing he had neglected to do so. He 
further declared that, on remem- 
bering that the money should be 
hidden, he was unable to secret it 
away, because McKenzie was with 
him in the kitchen carrying on an 
extended conversation, 

On the crime report, investigators 
have noted that the two bandits

TIGHTEN UP 
REGULATION 
FARM DEBT 


Agricultural Stabilization 
Act Repeal is Intro- 


duce: 


Contents of the bill to provide 
for the repeal of the Agricultural 
Stabilization Act mainly aim to 
strike out sections which gave 
broad exemptions to resident 
farmers from specified seizures 
which covered subsistance, pro- 
duction costs, liability, operation 
costs, necessary farm machinery 
and feed for livestock. 

The repeal bill, however, does not 
disturb the right of resident farm- 
ers who are in financial difficulties 
to apply to the Debt Adjustment 
Board for assistance in effecting 
adjustments of liabilities 

Under this section, the board will 
continue to be charged with the 
duty of assisting resident farmers 
making requests for assistance, in 
the way of proposals for adjust- 
ment, compromise or arrangement 
of indebtedness. This adjustment or 
arrangement would be under pro- 
visions of the Farmers Creditors’ 
Arrangement Act or any similar 
Dominion statute 
The Debt Adjustment Board can 
provide farmers with such legal or 
other assistance as may be neces- 
sary. 

There remains in the Repeal Act 
the provision, stating that the Stab- 
ilization Act shall not apply to any 
claim under any contract made 
after July 1, 1932.

Pacific Port is Expecting

VANCOUVER, April 6—Fifty 
years ago today, on April 6, 1886, to 
be exact—Vancouver was incor- 

porated as a city and there passed 
into history the little town of Gran- 
ville, known as “Gastown.” Thus 
began the rise of a modern Cana- 
@ian metropolis. 

This year, under the energetic 
direction of Mayor G. G. 
M.P., Vancouver is celebrating its 
golden jubilee with an extensive 
progrem which promises to attract 
thousands of visitors to the Pacific 
coast port, now third city of Can- 
ada 

The jubilee brings another an- 
Nhiversary, too, for only two 
months after its incorporation the 
little city was swept by flames. 
Only a few buildings, including 
one hotel, the pioneer Hastings 
mill and a few cottages, escaped 
the flames, and the property dam- 
age was estimated at $1,300,000— 
a staggering blow for a new city! 

More than“a score of lives were 
fost, though the exact number was 
never known because the city was 
crowded with strangers and new- 
comers who had arrived in antici- 
pation of the extension of the Cana- 


dian Pacific Railway from its first 
terminal at Port Moody tidewa- 
ter. Twenty years after, when the 
city was extending across False 
Creek, a skeleton was found and it 
was surmised that it was one of the 
unfortunate fire victims who had 
fled injured into the woods 

The enormity of the disaster won 
the sympathy of all Canada and 
assistance poured in from all parts 


of the Dominion. Toronto raised a 
fund of $1000 overnight to aid the 


stricken families who had lost 
everything in the conflagration 
Homeless persons were given shel- 
ter in the lumber mill and other 
buildings which escaped the flames, 
wnd bundreds were taken by buggy 
to New Westminster and Port 
Moody. 

The work of rebuilding started 
{Immediately and by June 15, two

AS LIKELY CURE 
FOR PNEUMONIA 


CHICAGO, April 6--"Shots” 
of alcohol were offered yester-
